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CAPE MAY JAZZ FESTIVAL: 
A HAPPENING SOULFUL TIME

“To play music soulfully, in ways that touch and change lives, 
you have to’ve lived, and lived deeply.” Charlie Parker 


I want to write about the experience in Cape May recently. Share | 


with you what happened, who was there, describe the places, the 
feelings as I watched band after band of superb performances in 
small clubs, and restaurants all over town. The words that come 
to mind: “ A JAZZ HAPPENING Par Excellence!” a word

reminiscent of the Sixties which reminds one of hippiedom, but it 
wasn’t like that at all. 

Those places were filled with real lovers of live jazz. They had 
traveled from faraway to be a part of what was happening in the 
town of beautiful painted ladies. They were serious lovers of the 
good music that was happening. They had been there before and 
they would be back again next year bringing their friends to this 
three day annual event. 


At Carney’s Disco Room the crowd seemed a little mellow, but 


they didn’t leave, they stayed on listening as their favorite left 
handed guitar player soloed. Steve Ulatowski had been there all 
night and wasn’t about to leave even though there was plenty of 
good jazz going on all over town. His reasons for staying could be 
summed up like this: “His riffs were like poetry between words”. 
Good reason for staying . Another comment overheard: “that guy 
on sax is awesome!” They were all good with no headliners. 


The crowd seemed to be the largest at Katie O’Brien’s. Someone 


made the remark that “this isn’t even jazz” but everyone was 
partying so hard that no one seemed to notice. 

At the jam-pajked “Gold Whale”, against a background of Louis 
Icart prints and pink wicker an enthusiastic crowd jivved in the 
aisles while the female vocalist whaled (exuse the pun) “God'Help 
the Children”. A pretty lady venturing forth to get closer to the 
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Terrence Stafford at Carney’s 


sound said: “when something’s this good, you gotta’like it!” 

At our last stop of the night, the Shires, Mr. Tobias Poole from 
temple University Jazz FM station was pitching the need for 
support, saying that without the weekend’s sponsors the whole 
affair would not have been so successful. Behind him the exotic 
sound of Brazilian flute, vibes and drum thrummed into the night, 
as we boarded the jazz bus back to the Rusty Nail for a night cap, 
where we had begun our circuit and Armen H. was into a heavy

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drum solo. 


There were two busses shuttling folks all over town to the Rusty 
Nail, Carneys, Katie O’Brien’s, the Gold Whale, The Shires, 
Convention Hall just to name a few of the places which featured 
headliners. Everyone was talking about what they were hearing. 
Tt was a happy “happening” time for jazz lovers and jazz cats 
from all over. It was worth the long ride there. It was worth the 
admission ticket: ($45 for 3 days of jazz; $15 for Friday night; 
$20 for Saturday night and $10 for Sunday’s jam session. 

Afterwards I realized what a mammoth effort it must have been} 
to employ so many musicians and to have so much going on all at 
one time simultaneously. Hats off to the eighty volunteers who 
helped Carol Stone, president of Friends of Cape May Jazz, Inc. 

The night seemed to pass without noticeable glitches. I watched 
as the crowds drifted in and out of the shuttle busses not sure 
whether to stay where they were,or go on to the next place because 
all the bands featured that night were good, so that no matter where

you went you could hear original jazz standards played by such 
groups as the ED WILEY Quintet at Carney’s Big Room; the 
BRIAN TRAINOR QUINTET at the Rusty Nail; EAST COAST 
OFFERING at the Gold Whale; SCARLETT LEE MOORE 
BLUES QUINTET at Katie O’Brien’s; SALICANDRO-MICELI 
QUARTET at the Shires; UNIT CIRCLE SEXTET at Carney’s 
Disco Room. These were only a few of the terrific groups that 
astounded the crowds Saturday night all over Cape May at the 
Annual Cape May Jazz Festival. 

According to Ms. Stone this festival not only engages these top

With fifteen minutes left to the 1996 year, Maceo Parker | 


blazed onto the stage in a fury of sound. The free-form ' 


funk kept: up until the long-time James Brown 
saxophonists shouted to all a “Happy New Year” and 
burst into his rendition of “Auld Lang Syne” among the 
joyous screams of the sold-out crowd and the unleashing 
of balloons. 

1997 was here and marked the six year of an illustrious 
solo career for the prime saxophonist of James Brown’s 
Band. Maceo embarked upon his personal music road 
after his boss of twenty-five years(Brown) landed a stint 
in a South Carolina State Penitentiary. Not only is Mr. 
Parker recognized for his leadership role in James Browns 
band, but also for his outstanding groove in the various 
incarnations of George Clinton’s Band, as well as Bootsy 
Collins’ Band, Parliment and P-Funk. 

On this particular night Maceo was giving it his all, 
blowing in the year’s beginning with a hot mix of jazz, 
R&B and enough funk to remove the roof from the 
theater. One of the top songs of the four and one half 
hour night was his rendition of “Pass the Peas.” Long 
and sweet the song funked it’s way from passage to 
passage for what seemed like a full year in itself. Other 
highlights included the performances by Maceo Parker’s 
son who took the stage for quite a few songs in his own 
funky rapping style. It’s obvious that the apple did not 
fall far from the tree. - 

As the night turned into the morning of “New Year’s 
Day” the last notes were blown and the crowd bid a found 
ado to the hipster that had filled their night with sweet 
sounds. Luckily, Maceo has a studio album of new 
material in the works and guaranteed it will be “2% Jazz, 
98% Funky Stuff,” just like the man himself.

Guitarist Steve Hillage, with his ever 
present other and synth-wiz Miquette 
Giraudy, has chased after the evolution of 
music with an enthusiasm unmatched and a 
success unequaled. From the primal 
psychedelic space-jazz of early Gong that 
first established him as a guitar icon, through 
late ‘70’s prog-funk and the early 80’s 
streamlined forms he remained a constant 
explorer of the uncharted. The same holds 
true for the ‘90’s finding Hillage in hot 
pursuit of the not-so-underground-anymore 
rave styles, relentlessly applying them to his 
liquid guitar licks and fearless arrangements. 

Unlike, say, U-2 or David Bowie who now 
flirt with electronica, and apply it clumsily 
to their pop missives like so much hair spray, 
Hillage commits fully to this latest outing. 
An array of collaborators also make this 
album something special. The Orb’s Alex 
Patterson lends a hand on “Davy Jones’ 
Locker” while Mickey Mann and Lewis 
Keogh help out on the mixes for several 
tracks. Ever on the tip of the latest technical 
innovations Hillage brings in Sheldon Issac 
to provide drum programming on the Cubase 
system. Older space heads will no doubt be 
pleased with the opener “Interstate” that plays 
off of Neu!’s track “Hallogallo” with a 
playful/respectful air. The disc’s showpiece, 
though, has to be “Mektoub”, which is laced 
with middle eastern themes and features fine 
violin playing by Aboud Abdel Al and 
percussion from Rony Barrak.

Dub, and the insistent low-end pulse that drives 
it, is becoming more and more visible across the 
musical spectrum these days. The seductively 
hypnotic bass throb and.echo drenched ambience 
once relegated to reggae B-sides is now gaining in 
its influence in the same way hip-hop became crucial 
over the past decade. It is almost fitting that one of 
the main conspirators in this movement, Bill Laswell, 
had also lent a crucial hand in the blowing up of the 
Bronx way back when. Now, with the third in a series 
of focused explorations on his own Axiom label, 
Laswell presents two discs worth of Dub in all it’s 
variegated forms and rhythmic splendor, the full 
potential of which is only now being discovered. 

Laswell kicks the collection off keeping an eye 
firmly fixed on the future with “Maroon Rebellion”, 
layering rhythm and tempo in a duet with UK junglist 
Ninj, before turning it over to the ones who wrote 
the Book Of Dub. Sly Dunbar and Robbie 
Shakesphere are in fine form on “Return To The Bass 
And Trouble”, as are Sub Dub who go for the 
traditional live-in-the-studio dub style on 
“Revolution”. Laswell returns to the bass to front 
his machina prima Material in the foreboding “Ghost 
Light/Dread Recall” while fellow low-ender Jah 
Wobble leads on “Nev 12” and doubles with bassist 
Gabe Katz for Automaton’s “Beta One/Assyrian 
Dub”. 

Dub’s latest, and most fruitful, home as the end 
of the millenium approaches can be found among 
the electo-techno crowd, and Axiom Dub offers a 
peek at plenty of these directions. The Orb contribute 
“Cocksville U.S.A.” which is everything you’d 
expect from Dr. Patterson and Co., Mad Professor 
keeps the dance beat up on “Ariwa Dub Club” and, 
of course, DJ Spooky takes things to the furthest 
reaches of outer space with “Anansi Abstrakt’. Still, 
this only scratches the surface of the album’s 
contributions; Dub Syndicate, Techno Animal, DJ 
Olive, Scarab, and New Kingdom are all heard from, 
plus there are the several other Dub missives Laswell 
has dropped on an array of labels; Low, SubMeta, 
Subsonic, & APC just to name a few.

Back for round two, this grouping of Bay 
Area virtuosos are out to prove that their 
amazing first shot was no fluke, This is the 
continuing story of the band hell-bent on 
playing the music of James Brown, 
Thelonious Monk, and Roland Kirk 
exclusively.

Kirk thanks, in part, to the fact that drummer 
Scott Amendola now occupies a drum chair 
with Charlie Hunter (who holds down the 
bottom for T.J. Kirk on his specially built 8- 
string guitar) in his main band. Basically, 
now that they’ ve played together for so long, 
they are tighter than a clam’s ass, and that 
allows for bolder and more adventurous 
playing from Will Bernard and John Schott. 
Six of the album’s nine cuts find these 
characters weaving together one song from 
each of their namesakes into a danceable 
hookfest. Who knew jazz in the nineties 
could be so much fun? Standouts include;

FRANK ZAPPA “Lather” (Rykodisc/ 
Pumpkin): The straw that broke the camel’s back , 
of Zappa’s relations with Warner Bros. records. 
Concieved iti 1977 as a four record box-set, “Lather” 
was rejected originally then canibalized into four 
seperate albums (Zappa In New York, Studio Tan, 
Sleep Dirt, and Orchestral Favorites) with some 
material never released until now...all sides of Zappa, 
from dirty rock to noble composition, from juvinile 
to jazz are represented, plus a twenty minute bonus 
track round this one out to three hours! No Zappa 
fan should be without this! Especially the live 
“Broken Hearts Are For Assholes” & “The Enema 
Bandit”! 


KRAFTWELT “Electric Dimension” 
(Hypnotic/Cleopatra): In keeping with their 
namesake this alter-ego of Denmark’s Audio Science 
takes a stab at the Kraut-rock of innovative pioneers 
Kraftwerk. More than mimicry this homage makes 
for great listening as part of the 90’s analog-synth 
revival, but track titles like “Sonar Blowjob” and 
“Suspected Subcity Substances” show an underlying 
lightheartedness. 


SOUL COUGHING “Irresistible Bliss” (Slash/ 
WB): This boat almost left the docks without me. 
Even though these guys, are being played out by 
Modern Rock radio they are a far cry from the typical 
whitebread funk of; 311, Sublime, Beck, etc. etc. 
_ Deep grooves driven by Sebastian Steinberg’s 
acoustic upright bass support silly/serious rhymes and 
way cool guitar work. The solo played with MIDI 
sampled elephant calls makes the cost of checking 
out these Knitting Factory alums well worth it! 


SURFACE 10 “Surface 10” (Hypnotic/ 
Cleopatra): Nine stellar tracks, recorded between 
1991 and 1996 by Seattle’s Dean DeBenedictis, that 
come across much like a continuation of Tangerine 
Dream’s best mid 70’s work (especially with the 
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guitar textures added by Phil Williams and Jimmy 
Mahlis) with added shots of Brian Eno’s ambient 
journeys. The live-in-the-studio recording approach 
adds a crackling energy these tracks which hold 
together separately as well as one entire suite. 


BLUES TRAVELLER “Live From The Fall” 
(A&M Records): This live double disc offers a peek 
at the focused, energetic, dynamic, and exciting side 
of one of Jersey’s own premiere bands that you can’t 
get from their albums or 40 min. “hits” sets on the 
H.O.R.D.E. tour. If you’ve discounted this band (as 
I’ve been guilty of lately) maybe this disc will change 
your mind! Several new songs, old & new faves, 
covers of “Low Rider”, “Imagine”, and a snippet of 
Beck’s “Loser” are all highlights on this superbly 
recorded package. 


SONNY SHARROCK “Into Another Light” 
(Enemy Records): The late Sonny Shorrock was, 
in every sense of the word, an overlooked genius. 
While asthma kept him from pursing the saxophone, 
he broke all manner of musical boundaries with what 
he called his “very fucked up horn”. Shorrock was 
to jazz what Hendrix was to rock, Eddie Hazel to 
funk. This posthumous collection lovingly 
constructed by Bill Laswell includes some of his most 
personal music and features sidemen as diverse as; 
Pharoh Sanders, Nicky Skopelitis, Elvin Jones, 
Melvin Gibbs, and Charles Baldwin. The cover of 
Pharoh Sanders’ “Venus/Upper Egypt” alone 
warrants this acquisition. 


GINGER BAKER TRIO “Falling Off The 
Roof” (Atlantic Records): This “supergroup’s” 
1994 release, “Going Back Home”, was both a 
delight and a revelation for fans and critics alike, 
showcasing the legendary Cream drummer’s jazz 
aspirations and the wonderful chemistry between him 
and the equally legendary sidemen, acoustic bassist 
Charlie Haden and avant-guitarist Bill Frisell. Back 
for round two the trio is in fine, fine form armed 
with ten new original compositions plus a seriously 
swinging cover of Monk’s “Bemsha Swing” to round 
them out. Cameos by banjoist Bela Fleck and guitarist 
Jerry Hahn help to make this a music lover’s must 
have.
